TEN LIVES LOST BY FIRE
TUWN,

IN A MINING

Five man and a woman were burned
to death Sanday night at Silver Brook,
eight miles south of Haszleton. Thres
others were latally borned and a child
was killed by a fall. The dend and
dyiog are: John Elias, aged 20, John
Seddo, 25, Juhn Kobinks, aged
85, Michael Yankowitsch, aged 30,
Paal Sivkowets, nged 80, Puter Manaki,
Mary Manliok, aged 16, John Manlick,
Mrs. John Maulick,—Maniick, infaut

Six others whose names #re not
known were badly burned.

There is some doubt as to how the
fire onginated, bat it was the resuvlt of
a dranken spree.  On SBunday a party
of Hungarian miners, employed at the
collieries of J. 8. Wentz & Co, at
Silver Brook, went to Hasleton to at-
tend the dedication of a new Polish
Catholic Chureh, All became drank
and returned home in the evening.
When they got to the house of & man
named Manlick they again drank liquor
freely. Maddened by the effecta of
drink they engaged in a fierce fight
aud, according tu the story of one ot
the men, while this ight was in progresa
a lighted lamp e:plo%ed. and io o in-
luul the whole room was envelopud
in flames and the clothing of those
present #sa set on fire, They all rush-
ed wildly for the door. It was looked
and the key could not be found. In
their drunken condition somu of them
either did not know what to do or
were unable to climb out of the win-
dows, and remainiug in the room per-
ished in the flames.  Five of the men
and one girl were rossted alive. Man-
lick and his wife were fatally buraed
and cannot live long. Mre. Manlick
threw her baby out of one of the win-
dows to save it from the flames, bat in
falling it waa fatally injored and will
also die. Peter Manski was terribly
burned about the upper portion of hia
body, and hix injuries will prove fatal.
Half & dozen others, whose names are
not known, were badly burned or in-
jured by jumping out of the windows,

T grmm was an old one, constraot-
ed entirely of wood, and burned so
rapidly that in less than a hall honr it
was totally consumed. A nnmber of

sople from Bilver Creck, seeing flam &
Euatened o the soene, Among ashes
and smouldering embers lay six charred
skeletons, Lyiog near by in an on-

TR DUPONT MILLA,

The DuPont Mills are situated in o
small valley rooning up into the moun'-
aing, which closely border the Sasgue-
haona River at Wapwallopen, about
five miles below Bnickshinny. Throngh
the valley rous the nowallopen
Ureek. The buildings conn-ored with
the mills are strung out along the
oreek fur a distance of over two il s
and employ, all told, about *185 men.
The packing-house, where the «xplesion
oocurred, was the farthest one up the
stream. It stood olose againat the side
of the hill and before it stretohed a
level vxpanse for perhaps 400 yards b
fore the steep ascent o! the opposite
side of the valley rose.  Both hillsides
were thickly covered with young fir
and pine trees and many stuod on the
level spaoe.
Al 7 v'elock that morning eight men
went to work in the packing-bouse.
Foor were in the buiiding aud four
were at work luading the filled keg-
on the rallroad cars, AL 930 A. M
they had loaded 1500 keg<, and startvd
down with them towards the lowe
end of the valiey., They had vot gone
a mile when the explosion .k plae.
18 violence was beyoud all de cription.
At the time, it 15 estimated, there
were somelhing over sixteen tons ol
finished powder in the building. Of
the building itself not a vestige re-
mained, its site being marked by a
derp hols iu the groand. The matvrial
of which it was composed, chiefly lum-
ber, was literally blown into emasll
splinters and thickly strewn over the
surronndings.  Of the trees that stood
on the level space not one was left
standing, and up the billside againet
which the building stod, a track was
awept out like 1hat of & cyclonw.
FOUR MEN BLOWN INTO FRAGMENTR
Of the four men there was gathervd
up over an area of half a square mil
two small boxfuls of remnants, mos
of them only a pound or two in weigh',
The t piece, which was recog-
nized as the collar-bone and upper riba
of Kisbbaugh, was found in a rﬂ on
the other side of the hill, facing th
building, a distance of thres-quarters
of amile. The hand and lower part
of the arm of Rosman was found on
the top braoches of a tree on the sum-
mit of the hill These were the only
pieces that could be identified. The
remains  as gathered up were taken b
the office of Lhe company, where they
were on by a borifi-d, but
ourious, throng.
About 400 yards from the packing
house stouvd two substantial brick
struotares, the can faotory and th
charcoal mill. Bouth were atwrly
wrevked and reduord to piles of ruios,
In the osn factory ten men were at
work and in the charcoal mill two.
All these men were more or less injur-
ed. The three who are fatally hurt
were in the can factory. On the top
of the hill close above the packing-
house stood the stables of the company.
s nuinber of the housss of the employ-
ees and 8 new Methodist charch, in
which the R v Mr, Larish, of Berwick
officiated each BSunday. The churoh
was completely wrecked. The stablen
were utterly wrecked, and every one
of the houses entirely ruioed. Walls
were aplit, doors and door frames and
window sashes all blown in, and every
bit of plaster in every room shaken
down. All furpitare was broken, and
in nearly every house sume of the in
mn eds were wmore or less hart by fall-
debris. Among the houses that
auffered most ne\'ereiy are those ol
William Saan, Frank Craver, W lliam
Everhart, Abram Kingey, Russel
Freize, Hiram Moyer, William Ash-
worth and Nathan Kewcham. The two-
year-old infant of Abram Kinzey sus-
